More foreign workers 
die in highway crash 


Newlyweds killed. 

Filipino community 
members say pair were 
married two months 
before fatal accident

newcomers from the Philippines not to drive in the winter due to dangerous conditions 
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Two victims involved in a 
fatal highway crash Saturday 
were newly married, said 
members of the Filipino com¬ 
munity. 

Three people were killed 
in the collision on Highway 
11 and Range Road 4-2 on 
Saturday after a Ford Mus¬ 
tang hit the ditch and then 
overcompensated, colliding 
with a moving truck driving 
in the next lane. 

Two male passengers and 
one female passenger were 
declared dead on scene, 
while the male driver was 
transported to the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Hospital and 
remains in critical condition. 

RCMP has confirmed the 
victims of the crash were 


temporary foreign workers 
returning to Rocky Mountain 
House after language train¬ 
ing in Red Deer. RCMP said 
they believe that driver in¬ 
experience could have been a 
factor in the crash. 

According to longtime 
member of the Edmonton 
Filipino community Lyla 
Gray, two of the crash victims 
had worked at Daily Queen 
and were married just two 
months ago, with the groom 
only arriving in Canada be¬ 
fore the wedding. 

“I was so shocked and all 
of the Filipinos are shocked 
also. It happened again after 
two weeks,” said Gray. 

Last month, four people 
were killed while driving on 
Highway 21 near Leduc. All 
four victims had also been 
temporary foreign workers 
from the Philippines. 


“(We’re) sad because I 
don’t know why it’s happen¬ 
ing in Alberta,” Gray said, 
adding that there needs to be 
more education for newcom¬ 
ers to Canada about winter 
driving. 

“In the Philippines where 
we come from, there’s no 
snow, so it’s very hard to ad¬ 
just when (we) come here,” 
she said. 

Gray said she often warns 
newcomers not to drive in 
the winter because of danger¬ 
ous road conditions. 

In 2012, four foreign 
workers from the Philippines 
were killed in a highway 
crash, while a fifth Filipino 
worker in the car survived. 

At the time of the crash, 
all of the victims had been 
sending their earnings home 
to relatives still living in the 
Philippines.

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Library had three choices 
for proposed Milner facelift 


Renewal. Finalists ‘all 
looked unique’

The library is hoping its dramat¬ 
ic renovation of the Stanley Mil¬ 
ner branch will turn a page on 
the 50-year building, but there 
were other ways the stoiy could 
have gone. 

Edmonton’s central libraiy 
got approval from council for its 
$61.5-million facelift last week 
and will now start to work on 
detailed design and fundraising. 

But in addition to the win¬ 
ning design, there were two 
other options the libraiy con¬ 
sidered. The first runner-up 
would have seen the building 
covered in copper-tinted glass, 
while the other option would 
have introduced dramatic 
curves into the boxy structure. 

Libraiy CEO Linda Cook said 
she liked all of the options the 
architect provided. 

“They all looked unique 
and iconic and they all looked 
like they belonged on the main 
square of our downtown,” she 
said. 

Cook said the version with 
deep curves was eliminated 
fairly early on, because it would 


have reduced the building’s in¬ 
terior space. 

She said she initially loved 
the copper-tinted glass version, 
but ultimately the winning de¬ 
sign offered more sunlight and 
just seemed like the better fit. 

“It was just a little more 
modem-looking and it will 
stand the test of time,” she said. 

Local firm Arndt Tlcalcic 
Bengert is working with Toron¬ 
to firm Teeple Architects on the 
project. 

Brian Bengert said working 
on such an important building 
in their hometown is a really 
significant opportunity. 

“It’s extremely exciting from 
our perspective. It’s one of the 
last pieces of Churchill Square 
that needs a facelift and up¬ 
dating,” he said. 

Bengert said the libraiy 
chose the one he hoped they 
would. “It’s definitely the most 
dramatic and has a lot of the 
character of the adjacent and 
surrounding buildings built 
into it, but in a veiy subtle way,” 
he said. 

Cook said they expected the 
detailed design on the project 
to take about 13 months and 
they’re optimistic the building 
will come in as budgeted, but 
she doesn’t have a crystal ball. 

“There is a lot of work and 
usually when that happens the 
price does go up,” she said. 



Library project 


• The library was first built as 
a centennial project in 1967 
and hasn’t seen any signifi¬ 
cant upgrades since then.

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University of Alberta approves 
2.2% tuition increase for 2015

Hike was expected, but

Students at the University of 
Alberta can expect a hike to 
their tuition next year, after 
the institution’s board of gov¬ 
ernors approved a 2.2 per cent 
increase last week. 

U of A’s Vice President of 
Finance and Administration 
Phyllis Clark brought the tu¬ 
ition hike proposal forward at 
the Thursday meeting, which 
falls inline with what the 
province has designated as an 
allowable tuition increase. 

For students studying in 
the Faculty of Arts and Sci¬ 
ences, it will cost an extra 
$116.40 per term to study at 
the U of A, rounding out their 
overall tuition at $5,437.20. 

U of A Student Union 
president William Lau said

students were expecting the 
university to maximize the 
tuition increase since the “the 
institution (is) scrambling 
for every last dollar since the 
2013 cuts.” 

“Are we prepared to take 
on a 2.2 per cent increase? 
No — because there is no way 
that our resources and ability 
to pay — wages, loans, grants, 
scholarships — will keep up,” 
he added. 

Lau noted international 
students, who’ll now be pay¬ 
ing an extra $430.80 per term, 
are going to be hit the hardest 
by the increase since their cost 
of education is three times 
that of a domestic student. 

“International students are 
still persistent with their ask 
for predictable costs so that 


they could budget appropri¬ 
ately,” he said. “The ministiy 
is aware of this issue and 
has agreed that predictabil¬ 
ity should be a fundamental 
value behind a tuition and 


fees structure.” 

Lau said students continue 
to be disappointed with the 
treatment of fees and tuition 
by both the university and the 
government. 


“With cuts to classes and 
laid off professors, we’re con¬ 
cerned that students are pay¬ 
ing more and more for less 
and less,” he said. “However, 
we do understand that inad¬ 


equate provincial funding is 
pressuring the institution.” 

The tuition increases will 
also impact program differen¬ 
tials, course differentials and 
market modifiers. 



U of L set to close Edmonton campus, enrolment drop cited 


The doors for the University of 
Lethbridge’s Edmonton cam¬ 
pus will be closed in the com¬ 
ing future after the institu¬ 
tion’s governing board voted 
in favour of shutting down the 
campus last week. 

Students were notified 
via email Friday that the city 
campus, which offers manage¬ 
ment courses, would be clos¬ 
ing. 


While the exact date hasn’t 
been announced, students ad¬ 
mitted in Januaiy 2015 would 
be the final group enrolled at 
the Edmonton campus. 

According to U of L student 
union president Sean Glydon, 
the decision was made Thurs¬ 
day at a closed-session board 
of governors meeting. 

While the announcement 
is still new, Glydon said the 


university is committed to en¬ 
suring all current students can 
finish their program. 

“There have been contin¬ 
gencies made to allow stu¬ 
dents to finish their programs 
if they’re enrolled there,” he 
said. 

“From our perspective, 
that’s something that’s very 
important. They’re not just 
closing the campus tomorrow 


and telling the students that 
they’ll have to get their cre¬ 
dentials somewhere else.” 

According to an email ob¬ 
tained by Metro, students will 
be meeting with campus ad¬ 
visers for further information 
on how they will be affected. 

“That meeting will outline 
processes, timelines and de¬ 
gree completion options for 
you, sharing any information

that is available,” the letter 
states. 

Glydon said he’s aware 
that the campus had experi¬ 


enced a decline in enrolment 
rates, noting since he started 
at U of L four years ago, cap¬ 
acity dropped from around 
300 students to closer to 140 
currently. 

“The Calgaiy campus has 
been increasing in numbers 
and the Edmonton campus 
has been somewhat dwin¬ 
dling,” he said.

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Man pleads guilty to animal cruelty 


An Alberta man has pleaded 
guilty to using Kijiji to find 
pets, and then methodically 
abuse and dump their bodies 
in an alley with their mouths 
taped shut. 

Nicolino Camardi, 19, who 
has been in custody since he 
was arrested in May, was fa¬ 
cing two charges of wilfully 
causing unnecessary pain, 
suffering or injuiy to an ani¬ 
mal. 

The Calgaiy Humane Soci¬ 
ety began investigating Jan. 9 
when a starved dog was found 
dead with tape around its 
muzzle. A dead cat was found 


in the same area a week later 
with green painter’s tape cov¬ 
ering most of its face. 

An examination at a vet¬ 
erinarian’s office determined 
the dog suffered chronic mal- 
nourishment before its death. 
The cat had been strangled 
and had injuries to its head, 
tail and hind limbs. 

Crown prosecutor Gord 
Haight read an agreed state¬ 
ment of facts into the court re¬ 
cord saying the animals were 
a two-year-old husky named 
Shadow and a six month-old 
domestic short-haired kitten 
named One Tooth. Both were 



severely malnourished.

A Calgaiy airline selling tick¬ 
ets using a Groupon purchas¬ 
ing model hopes the holidays 
help generate hype around the 
idea. 

Using idle aircraft from 
charter airlines, Jump On Fly- 
aways allows members, called 
jumpers, to purchase plane 
tickets at reduced rates of up 
to 60 per cent. 

However, as with a Grou¬ 
pon promotion, flights must 
reach a set number of jumpers 


before taking off. 

Founder and CEO Roger 
Jewett, said the festive season 
is a chance to increase aware¬ 
ness around Jump On, as 2014 
is the first year it’s offering 
trips over the holidays. 

“I’m not optimistic that 
these flights will go that we 
have for sale right now,” he 
said. “But I think what you’re 
catching on to is that we intro¬ 
duced it this year to get it on 
people’s minds.” 


Calgaiy resident Arnold 
Thompson, who travelled with 
Jump On from Calgaiy to Ke¬ 
lowna, B.C., in October, said he 
was pleased with the service. 

“I would recommend it 
highly,” he said. “Their price 
beats the regular airlines in 
most cases and it’s kind of a 
fun and exciting thing.” 

“You can’t count on it 
100 per cent ... but you go in 
knowing that.”

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Gay-straight alliances 


Bishops say Bill 10 
struck right balance 

Alberta’s leading Catholic 
bishops are speaking out 
in favour of the province’s 
controversial Bill 10 on gay- 
straight alliances. 

Edmonton Archbishop 
Richard Smith and Calgaiy 
Bishop Fred Hemy both 
penned letters that went 
out to Catholic services on 
Sunday, saying the proposed 


bill, which the provincial 
government pulled from 
consideration, struck the 
right balance. 

“It enshrined parental 
rights, recognized the auton¬ 
omy of local school boards 
and student rights regarding 
diversity clubs, without 
mandating gay-straight alli¬ 
ances,” wrote Hemy in his 
letter. 

Archbishop Smith said 
in his letter that the church 
wanted any anti-bullying 
measures to be more inclu¬ 


sive and factor in all the 
reasons someone might be 
bullied. 

“Any legislation aimed 
at this objective should 
demonstrate to all vulner¬ 
able students that they are 
embraced by the province’s 
concern,” he said. 

The government’s Bill 10 
replaced a bill from Liberal 
MLA Laurie Blalceman that 
would have mandated sup¬ 
port for gay-straight alliances 
in any school where students 
asked for one. 


Smith said schools should 
have a right to determine 
their own faith. 

“Our rights as Catholic 
schools are engaged here. All 
aspects of school life must 
be permeated by our faith,” 
he said. 

Blalceman said that, for 
LGBTQkids, other anti-bully- 
ing clubs aren’t enough. 

“They need to be positive 
they’re safe,” Blalceman said. 
“It can’t be lcind-of safe or 
maybe safe.”

The faithful 
on LGBT life 


Bill io debate. Metro 
asks Muslim, Sikh and 
Buddhist figures to 
offer their thoughts

As Alberta debates gay- 
straight alliances with Bill 
10, members of various faiths 
across the province weighed 
in on their beliefs regarding 
homosexuality. 

Junaid Jahangir is the 
Canada West co-ordinator 
for Universalist Muslims, an 
organization that shares the 
egalitarian messages of Islam 
and uses the slogan “Allah 
loves us all.” 

“We fully support same- 
sex unions, we fully support 
gay-straight alliances and we 
fully support full civil rights 
of LGBT people,” Jahangir 
said. 

However, Jahangir pointed 
out, this view is not the most 
common among Muslims 
today. Although most Mus¬ 
lims in Western societies no 
longer believe in the old trad¬ 
itions of sentencing homo¬ 
sexuals to death, many are 
not fully supportive of LGBTQ 
members, either. 

“The position of Muslim 
leaders now is hate the sin, 
love the sinner,” Jahangir 
said, adding that many Mus¬ 
lims believe that homosex¬ 
uals can be “helped” and “re¬ 


habilitated.” 

There is no direct mention 
of homosexuality in the Guru 
Granth Sahib, the holy book 
of Sikhism. Balpreet Singh, 
a member of the World Sikh 
Organization, spoke with 
Calgaiy Sikh youth last year 
about homosexuality in the 
religion. 

“I believe that there’s 
no room for discrimination 
against homosexuals ... I 
think it’s against Sikh prin¬ 
ciples,” Singh said. “But that 
having been said, I don’t 
think the homosexual act, 
the homosexual lifestyle 
is compatible with Silchi. 
Homosexual marriage is cer¬ 
tainly not something that’s 
permitted.” 

This view has been de¬ 
bated, and some people claim 
that Sikhism supports homo¬ 
sexual relationships because 
marriage is said to be the 
union of two souls, which are 
genderless. 

According to Sensei James 
Martin, a member of the Cal¬ 
gary Buddhist Temple, Bud¬ 
dhism does not typically pass 
judgment on a person’s sexu¬ 
ality. 

“Buddhism is not a belief 
system but accords with sci¬ 
ence that homosexuality is 
not a choice but a condition 
determined by birth,” Martin 
said. 

He added that, in some 
traditions, any form of sexual 
activity can be considered a 
distraction from the ultimate 
goal of becoming a Buddha 
and helping others.

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Many rookie MPs to 
run in 2015 election 


‘Big responsibility’. 

All but two young NDP 
MPs have committed to 
running for re-election 


In 2011, Mylene Freeman be 
came a New Democrat member 
of Parliament almost by acci¬ 
dent. In 2015, she intends to be 
elected on purpose. 

Freeman, 25, is one of a half- 
dozen MPs who were barely in 
their 20s in 2011 when a surge 
of support for the NDP in Que 
bee saw them become MPs, 
despite never having set foot 
in their ridings during the cam¬ 
paign. 

Questions swirled about 
whether this rookie class would 
last even a single sitting. Not 
only did they prevail, but so far 
all but two have committed to 
running for re-election in 2015. 

Only 19 when he was elect¬ 
ed, NDP MP Pierre-Luc Dus- 
seault had the distinction of 
becoming the youngest person 
ever voted into the House of

Commons. He didn’t say much 
for the first little while, but 
slowly found his voice. 

“You have such big respon¬ 
sibility and if you want to suc¬ 
ceed you have to work, work 
hard, work every day,” Dus- 
seault said. 

It’s not just Freeman and 
Dusseault going into 2015 a lit¬ 
tle wiser. All of Parliament has 
been forced to grow up a little. 

Liberal Leader Justin Tru¬ 
deau suspended MPs Massimo 
Pacetti and Scott Andrews from 


caucus last month amid explo¬ 
sive allegations of “serious per¬ 
sonal misconduct” involving 
two of their NDP counterparts. 

Though whispers of impro¬ 
priety have coursed through 
the halls of power in Ottawa for 
decades, the suspension forced 
Parliament to confront it pub¬ 
licly for the first time and exam¬ 
ine how ill-equipped it is to deal 
with the interpersonal realities 
of a modem workplace. 

“This place isn’t built for 
women,” Freeman said. Iron¬ 
ically — and unbeknownst to 
her — a male colleague from 
another party could be seen 
taking note of her physique as 
he passed behind her while she 
spoke. A harassment preven¬ 
tion policy was implemented 
this past week. 

Parliament also learned it 
was not immune from security 
threats. Cpl. Nathan Cirillo was 
shot dead Oct. 22 at the Nation¬ 
al War Memorial, moments be¬ 
fore gunman Michael Zehaf Bi- 
beau stormed the Centre Block, 
where he died in a gun battle 
with security, the Canadian press

in the kitchen since 8 a.m., 
preparing a lunch that will be 
the only meal of the day for 
many of those waiting. 

In the wake of a Novem¬ 
ber report from the federal 
auditor general critiquing the 
government’s food-subsidy 
program, footage emerged of 
Rankin Inlet residents fora¬ 
ging in the town dump.

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Hostage situation 
erupts in Sydney 


Rush-hour incident. 

Gunman takes people 
hostage in downtown 
coffee shop; flag seen 
with Arabic words 


A gunman took an unknown 
number of people hostage 
inside a downtown Sydney, 
Australia, chocolate shop and 
cafe at the height of Monday 
morning rush hour, with two 
people inside the cafe seen 
holding up a flag believed to 
contain an Islamic declaration 
of faith. 

Four hours after the inci¬ 
dent first erupted inside the 
Lindt Chocolat Cafe, New 
South Wales state Police Com¬ 
missioner Andrew Scipione 
said police had not made dir¬ 
ect contact with the gunman, 
did not know his motivation 
and were not sure how many 
people were being held inside. 

“We have not yet confirmed 


it is a terrorism-related event,” 
Scipione said. “We’re dealing 
with a hostage situation with 
an armed offender and we are 
dealing with it accordingly.” 

The cafe is located in Mar¬ 
tin Place, a plaza in the heart 
of the city’s financial and shop¬ 
ping district that is packed 
with holiday shoppers this 
time of year. 

Hundreds of police flooded 
into the area, streets were 
closed and offices evacuated. 
The public was told to stay 
away from Martin Place, home 
to the state premier’s office, 
the Reserve Bank of Australia, 
and the headquarters of two of 
the nation’s largest banks. The 
state parliament house is a few 
blocks away. 

Television footage shot 
through the cafe’s windows 
showed several people with 
their arms in the air and hands 
pressed against the glass, and 
two people holding up what ap¬ 
peared to be a black flag with 
white Arabic writing on it.

Compromise deal 
on climate change 
reached in Lima 


Climate negotiators salvaged 
a compromise deal in Lima 
early Sunday that sets the 
stage for a global pact in 
Paris next year, but rejected a 
rigorous review of the green¬ 
house gas emissions limits 
they plan. 

More than 30 hours be¬ 
hind schedule, delegates 
from more than 190 coun¬ 
tries agreed on what informa¬ 
tion should go into the pledg¬ 
es that countries submit for 
the expected Paris pact. 

They argued all day Satur¬ 
day over the wording of the 
decision, with developing 
nations worried that the 
text blurred the distinction 
between what rich and poor 
countries can be expected to 
do. 

The final draft said coun¬ 
tries have “common but dif¬ 
ferentiated responsibilities” 
to deal with global warming. 

The momentum from last 


month’s joint U.S.-China deal 
on emissions targets faded 
quickly in Lima as rifts re¬ 
opened over who should do 
what to fight global warming. 

Many developing coun¬ 
tries accuse rich nations of 
shirking their responsibilities 
to curb climate change and 
pay for the damage it inflicts. 

The approved draft weak¬ 
ened language on the content 
of the pledges, saying they 
“may” instead of “shall” in¬ 
clude quantifiable informa¬ 
tion showing how countries 
intend to meet their emis¬ 
sions targets. 

The new draft mentioned 
only that all pledges would be 
reviewed a month ahead of 
Paris to assess their combined 
effect on climate change. 

“I think it’s definitely wat¬ 
ered down from what we ex¬ 
pected,” said Alden Meyer of 
the Union of Concerned Sci¬ 
entists.

A U.K. parliamentaiy panel 
wants access to information 
not made public in a U.S. Sen¬ 
ate report that may pertain to 
Britain’s role in the interroga¬ 
tion and rendition of terror 
suspects following the Sept.

Malcolm Riflcind, chair¬ 
man of the Intelligence and 
Security Committee, told the 
BBC on Sunday that the panel 
investigating allegations of 
British involvement in tor¬ 
ture would request access to 
the Senate’s findings related 
to Britain. 


Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s office has acknow¬ 
ledged some parts of the 
report were blacked out for 
national-security reasons but 
says none of it related to any 
alleged British involvement 
“that would be unlawful in 
the U.K.” 

The request for the ma¬ 
terial to be omitted from 
the executive summary pub¬ 
lished last week was made by 
British intelligence agencies 
to the CIA, rather than the 
government. 

The U.S. Senate Intelli¬ 
gence Committee’s report on 
CIA interrogations exposed 
years of misrepresentations 
that seem designed to boost 
the case for the effectiveness 
of brutal interrogations. 

When asked whether he 
was hopeful he’d get the in¬ 
formation, Riflcind replied, “I 
do not say I would be confi¬ 
dent.”

and ready to fight back. 

They figured they would 
outsmart the app, some said, 
by using it to report phoney 
car crashes and traffic jams 
on their streets that would 
keep the shortcut-seekers 
away.

Los Angeles County has 7 6 million regis¬ 
tered vehicles, more than some states. 
The Interstate 405 Freeway that parallels 
the unhappy neighbourhoods carries

Months later, the cars are 
still there, and the people are 
still mad. 

That’s because the app 
can’t be outsmarted, Waze 
spokeswoman Julie Mossier 
said. 

“With millions of users 
in L.A., fake, co-ordinated 
traffic reports can’t come 
to fruition because they’ll 
be negated by the next 10 
people that drive down the 
street passively using Waze,” 
she said. 

Besides, Mossier added, 
“people are inherently good,” 
meaning most wouldn’t real¬ 
ly screw with the app, no 
matter what they might say. 

Indeed, of all the angiy 
people interviewed for this 
story, none would admit do¬ 
ing so, although most said 
they heard someone else 
had. 

Many, however, have 
been complaining to local of¬ 
ficials. 

“First thing this morning, 
my field deputy took an ear¬ 
ful from a resident up there,” 
said city councilman Tom La- 
Bonge.

Educators across Canada are 
increasingly seeing the value 
of teaching kids the basics 
of money management at 
a young age, but some ex¬ 
perts warn the patchwork 
of programs being offered in 
schools can only go so far in 
helping students avoid major 
money pitfalls down the line. 

School systems in several 
provinces — including On¬ 
tario, Quebec and Saskatch¬ 
ewan — have in recent years 
added elements of financial 
literacy to the core classes 
taught through elementaiy 
and high school, while British 
Columbia more than a dec¬ 
ade ago created a mandatoiy 
Grade 10 financial life skills 
class. 

But in order to make those 


lessons truly sink in, schools 
must have a designated fi¬ 
nancial capability curricu¬ 
lum that’s applied across the 
board, some experts say. 

“Unless you have a focused, 
consistent curriculum de¬ 
signed specifically and imple¬ 
mented across the majority of 
grades, so it knows where it

Consumers bugged by careless video-game makers

have been rushed to market 
with technical problems. 

Ubisoft CEO Yannis Mallat 
issued a mea culpa earlier 
this month for the November 
release of Assassin’s Creed 
Unity, acknowledging that 
the overall quality of the 
game “was diminished by 
bugs and unexpected tech¬ 
nical issues. I want to sincerely 
apologize on behalf of Ubisoft 
and the entire Assassin’s Creed 
team,” read Mallat’s statement. 
“These problems took away 


from your enjoyment of the 
game, and kept many of you 
from experiencing the game at 
its fullest potential.” 

The company — which has 
development offices in Toron¬ 
to and Montreal that employ 
more than 2,000 people — in¬ 
tends to offer free download¬ 
able content or a free game for 
those who bought the product 
before it was patched with a 
software update. “I think it’s ad¬ 
mirable, but no doubt a blem¬ 
ish on what should be their 


flagship product of the year. 
But they’re certainly not alone 
in shipping a game that’s not 
finished,” says Marc Saltzman, 
a Toronto-based syndicated 
video game critic. Aaryn Flynn, 
general manager of Bioware 
Canada, says Ubisoft’s apology 
is a step in the right direction 
for developers. “We all have to 
take responsibility for where 
our games are and fan reaction 
good or bad, so I think it’s a 
good thing to do,” he said, add¬ 
ing that the recent release of 


Dragon Age: Inquisition need¬ 
ed to be patched on release day 
for technical issues. “But the 
complexity and the fidelity and 
the level of work that goes into 
these games is the highest it’s 
ever been — it’s sky-high.” 

Saltzman notes a disturb¬ 
ing “ship now, fix later” trend, 
where developers are taking 
advantage of customers’ Inter¬ 
net bandwidth to repair a game 
after it’s already been released. 

American video game indus¬ 
try consultant and author Scott 


Steinberg says the Ubisoft deci¬ 
sion to publicly apologize was 
“veiy rare” for any company, 
and believes the move will set 
a precedent. “I think you prob¬ 
ably will see more and more 
companies, if errors of this 
magnitude are encountered, 
being called upon to address 
the issue,” he said. “But even 
if you can throw an army of 
people at trying to stamp out 
these bugs ... things are still go¬ 
ing to slip through.”

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How to rise from the debt 


Your money. Figure out 
if you’re carrying too 
much debt and what to 
do about it if you are

Our tolerance for debt has 
gone way, way up. Some folks 
believe eveiyone’s got some 
debt. Hey, if you have a mort¬ 
gage that’s manageable, I’ve 
got no beef with you. 

But if you’re carrying even 
a penny in consumer debt — 
balances on your credit card 
or line of credit, overdraft, 
buy-now-pay-later loans — it 
is too much debt. 

That being said, I know 
that there are folks who are 
tiying to get rid of their debt. 

If you’re spending up to 15 
per cent of your income for 
debt repayment (not includ¬ 
ing your car payments and 
your mortgage), you’re on 
your way to debt freedom. 

To calculate what percent¬ 
age of your income you’re 
spending on debt repayment, 
add up your monthly debt 
repayment amounts (not in¬ 
cluding car payments and 
mortgage), divide that by your 
monthly take-home pay, and 
multiply it by 100. 

If you’re spending $670 a 
month paying off your credit 
cards, student loans, line 
of credit, furniture loan, or 
whatever else, and you make 
$3,100 net a month, your cal¬ 
culation would look like this: 
670/3100x100 = 21.6% 

If you’re spending 15 per 
cent or less of your monthly 
income paying off your debt 
then you’re probably OK 
from a cash-flow perspective. 
If you’re spending more than 
that, uh-oh! 

The words “paying off” 
are important. If you’re 
spending 15 per cent or more 
of your income just meeting 
your minimum monthly pay¬ 
ments you’re gonna be in 
debt for a long, long, long, 
long time and you’re going

to pay gobs of interest. 

Have you looked at the line 
at the bottom of your credit 
card statement that says, “If 
you make only the minimum 
payment each month (on your 
$6,369.36 balance), we esti¬ 
mate it will take 55 years and 
10 months to fully repay the 
outstanding balance.” 

Cripes! (Taken directly off 
my credit card statement that 
I paid in full immediately!) 

If you have a $3,000 bal¬ 
ance on a credit card charging 
14.98 per cent interest, and 
pay a two per cent minimum 
every month, it will take 26 
years to pay off your balance 
and cost you a total of $7,440 
in interest. Seriously, that 


stuff you bought on sale just 
cost you three times as much 
as you planned! 

Here are 5 more signs you 
may be in over your head: 

1. If you find that you seem to 
have less and less money for 
things like food. 

2. If you keep dipping into 
your savings, keep tiying to 
refinance, or have to take a 
payday advance loan. 

3. If you keep hitting the ceil¬ 
ing on your credit cards. As 
you pay your balance, do a bal¬ 
ance transfer to reduce your 
costs, or refinance in some 


other way, you’re right back 
to the limit on your credit in 
no time flat. 

4. If you can’t find two red 
cents to put into an emer¬ 
gency fund. No emergency 
hind means that the first time 
trouble rears its ugly head, 
you’ll be right back to using 
credit to fill your financial 

gap- 

5. If you can’t sleep at night — 
if you toss and turn or awake 
in a cold sweat — you’re in 
trouble.

Why are you doing this? 


1 Admit you have a prob¬ 
lem. Say it out loud right 
now: “I have a problem 
with my debt.” If you 
aren’t prepared to admit 
you're in trouble, no 
one can help you. If you 
want things to change, 
start by saying, “I have a 
problem with my debt.” 


2 Write down every penny 
you spend. Whether you 
spend $1.25 for coffee 
or $600 on a fabulous 
new pair of shoes, write 
it down. This is how you 
become accountable for 
forfeiting your future in 
the name of an immedi¬ 
ate pleasure. When you 
look over your list at 
night — yes, you have to 
look over the list every 
night — ask yourself why 
you're really buying. Did 
you get a rush? How are 
you feeling now? 


3 Switch from credit to 
cash. It is way easier to 
charge something than it 
is to fork over cold, hard 
cash. 


4 Commit to paying off 
your debt. Grab a calcu¬ 
lator and figure out how 
much it will take each 
month to be out of debt 
by a specific date. Then 
allocate the majority of 
the money to paying 
off your most expensive 
debt first while you make 
minimum payments on 
the other debts. Once 
your first debt is paid off, 
reallocate that money to 
your next most expen¬ 
sive debt. Keep going till 
you're out of the hole. 


5 If you must find a way to 
make more money to get 
out of debt, so be it. You 
played and now it's time 
to pay. More work may 
be what it takes. The 
upside: You’ll be so busy 
earning, you'll have very 
little time or energy left 
to spend.

Rather, the couples set ambitious, 
yet realistic, financial goals, and were held accountable for their actions, learning to navigate the financial ropes 
of homebuying, family planning, investing and debt reduction.

Through their detailed ap¬ 
proach to budgeting, disci¬ 
pline, and savvy investment 
choices, Anne-Marie and Peter 
improved their net worth by 
$49,000 in 12 months.

2014 goals 

When I first met Anne-Marie 
and Peter in January, they 
shared their ambitious finan¬ 
cial goals for the year: Become 
debt-free; start an RESP for 
their daughter; and save for 
a down payment for a home.

The average workday is filled 
with distractions — whether it 
is because of last-minute email 
requests, meetings that run 
longer then planned or having 
to deal with inexplicable com¬ 
puter problems.

key, offers an alternative. 

“I’ve been stuck in offices 
where the environment can 
suck your soul, but it doesn’t 
have to if you don’t want it to,” 
Michaels explains. 

We asked him for his sug¬ 
gestions on how to make work¬ 
ing in loud, crowded offices 
more pleasant. 

Have a friendly 
conversation 

“The first thing I would do 
is literally ask them if they 
know they are annoying 
people,” says Michaels. 

Michaels says it’s always 
best to have a direct conver¬ 
sation before going higher up 
the ladder to your manager 
or Human Resources about 
the issue. 

“Realistically, they might 
not even be aware that there 
is a problem.” 

Set some boundaries 

And we mean that literally. 
Do you work by the office 
water cooler or conference 


room? It can be annoying to 
have to stop and chit-chat 
with everyone who comes 
by. “You can get a couple of 
plants and literally build your 
own barrier,” Michaels sug¬ 
gests. “Or maybe get a little 
tiny sign that says ‘Silence is 
Golden’ or something more 
comical.” 

Invest in headphones 

Michaels is a big propon¬ 
ent of noise-cancelling head¬ 
phones. “Splurge a bit for 
that pair of $100 Bose head¬ 
phones.” There are also apps 
and CDs that solely consist 
of white noise and stress- 
reducing music that you can 
play throughout the day. 

Utilize the conference room 

Do you have to be at your 
desk or are there breakout 
areas you can temporarily 
take over? “Now with laptops 
and Wi-Fi, it’s more possible 
to literally move around,” 
says Michaels. It’s OK to dis¬ 
appear for a bit.

Put on a smile and attend 
the function 

“The first thing that you 
have to do is go,” says Rossi. 

“The company has in¬ 
vested in it in terms of both 
time and money in organiz¬ 
ing it.” 

And this isn’t the occasion 
to be fashionably late or to 
just stop by for a few min¬ 
utes, either. 

“Arrive on time but don’t 
be the last to leave,” Rossi ad¬ 
vises. 


Don’t just talk to your 
office buddies 

“You want to move about 
the cabin — don’t latch 
onto one person and talk 
to them all night,” says 
Rossi. For the introverts out 
there, Rossi says it’s also 
important to remember 
that almost everyone feels 
awkward when it comes to 
holiday parties. 

“I was reading something 
that said something like 
90 per cent of people don’t 
know what to say at parties, 
so you know what? They 
probably are waiting for 
someone to talk to them.” 

Have some conversation 
topics in your pocket 

Because it can be intimi¬ 
dating to saddle up to your 
company CEO or other 
high-ranking execs, most 
employees shy away from 
doing so.

Just like any other social 
event that takes lots of time 
and planning, it’s a good 
idea to express gratitude 
after attending.

• “Your manager is probably going to be bringing a 
spouse,” notes Rossi.

But if you talk to them and 
are engaging, on the ride home she or he will say, 'Oh, I 
met your employee and they were so lovely, so nice/"
